(£>}_The White House said 
today President Truman has 
set no deadline on mediation 
efforts in the steel-coal dis- 
putes and is "keeping hands 
off" for the present. 


Charles G. Ross,

Mr. Truman planned to intervene 
in the s:rikes if they were not 
settled by the week-end. 


Ross said Mr. Truman author- 


ized him to say the President has 
not discussed the strike situation 
individually with any members 
of the cabinet. 


The President may have men- 


tioned it at a cabinet meeting, 
Ross said. 


A cabinet officer told reporters 


yesterday that the President had 
decided to step in if the strikes 
were not settled by this week- 
end. 
He asked not to be pub- 


Ucly identified by name. 


In Touch on Strikes 
Ross said the President 
has 


kept abreast of the progress of 
conciliation efforts through John 
R. Steelman, his assistant, who 
has been in touch with 
them 


through Cyrus Ching, federal me- 
diation director. 


The strikes are still in the 


hands of the mediation service, 
Ross emphasized. 


Ross dictated this statement to 


reporters: 


"Any attribution to the Presi- 


dent of any plan to intervene in 
the coal and steel strikes or to 
fix a deadline on the effort to 
reach a settlement through me- 
diation is entirely without war- 
rant. 


"This office has told you every 


day, in reply to questions, the 
literal and exact truth of the 
situation. 
Mediation Stiil Holds 
"Obviously this office can not 


foreclose the possibility of ap- 
propriate action by the President 
on any matter before him at any 
time. 


"He 'may' do anything that is 


•within his power to do. But it 
i* literally true that the strikes 
are in the hands of the media- 
tion service at this time and the 
President is keeping hands off. 


"He is certainly not putting out 


statements, directly or indirectly 
that he is going to intervene. 


"Incidentally, I am authorized 


by the President to say that he 
has not discussed the 
present 


strike situation with any mem- 
ber of the cabinet." 


Ching was reported trying to 


get Philip Murray, president of 
the CIO and head of its striking 
steelworkers union, to negotiate 
directly today with the U. S 
Steel Corp. in New York. 


Murray 
went to New 
York 


from meetings in Cleveland with 
his CIO lieutenants. 
Ching has 


been meeting with industrial re- 
lations experts of U. S. Steel, the 
nation's 
biggest 
steel producer, 


for more than a week. 


The union has refused to budge

his run to less than 100 feet 
Police heard a pistol shot, closed 
in and found Watkins unconsci- 
ous with a wound in the temple, 
a pistol on the cockpit floor. 


Watkins died in a hospital at 


3:10 
a. m. today, without re- 


gaining consciousness.

munists have lost two of their 10 
seats in parliament.

Oscar H. DeWolf, local super- 


visor of the Farmers' Home Ad- 
ministration, has returned 
after 


spending two days in Columbia, 
attending a conference with other 
FHA officials where the Farm 
Housing program authorized as a 
part of the Federal Housing Act 
oi 1949 was discussed. 


Mr. Dewolf said that early this 


month, the Congress appropriated 
25 million dollars for the Farm 
Housing' part in activating the 
Housing Act. This amount is to 
provide more adequate, safe and 
sanitary housing m rural area, 
also under certain condition, re- 
pair or build other farm buildings 
as well as some land development 
and farm enlargement. 


The Housing Act of 1949 states 
Governmental assistance for de- 


cent, 
safe 
and 
sanitary 
farm 


dwelling 
and 
related 
facalities 


shall be extended where the farm 
owner demonstrates that he lacks 
sufficient 
resources 
to 
provide 


such housing oa his own account 
and is unable to secure credit for 
such housing from other source 
on terms and conditions which he 
could reasonably be expected to 
fulfill." 
Various Loan Types 


DeWolf further added there are 


three general types of loans pro- 
vided for—the Section 502 loan 
may be made to qualified farm 
owners who have the ability to 
repay such loans in full from farm 
income and other sources. These 
loans may be made to construct, 
improve, alter, repair or replace 
essential farm buildings, including 
in connection with the loan to 
improve the house heating, elec- 
tric wiring, cook and refrigeration 
facilities in the dwelling, but not 
refinance, buy or improve land. 
These loans may be amortized 
over 5, 10, 15, 20 or 33 years. 


The Section 503 loan may be 


made to qualified owners 
who 


cannot reasonably 
be 
expected, 


during the first five years of the 
loan period, to repay all of the 
annual installments, but, never- 
theless, will be able to pay at 
least 50 per cent of each principal 
installment during this period and 
whose form can be developed and, 
or enlarged within a period of not 
more than five years to an ade- 
quate farm unit and have suffi- 
cient debt paying ability to repay 
the unpaid balance of the loan 
over the remaining years of the 
amortization period. 
The mam 


purpose of this loan is the same 
as with the Section 502 loan and 
in addition develop land and buy 
additional land for enlarging and 
undersized farm unit, but not to 
refinance land debts. 
This loan 


is amortized over a 33-year period. 


The Section 504 loan and grant 


may be made to qualified owner- 
occupants ot farms for minor re- 
pairs and improvetpents to the 
dwelling that he occupies to make 
the dwelling safe and sanitary and 
Jo remove hazards to the health 
of the applicant, his family or the 
community. 
Minor repairs may 


also be made to other farm build- 
ings in order to remove hazards 
and to make such buildings safe 
These 
loans may be amortized 


over 5 or 10 years. 
The amount, 


of this loan cannot exceed $1,000 


According to DeWolf, Title V 


of the Housing Act of 1949, -which 
authorizes Farm Housing loans, 
permits the government to accept 
as security, a second deed of trust,

•with him in their house trailer 
while on the helicopter tour.

Jimmy Glenn, 1105 South Ohio 
avenue. 
"Red" and Jimmy are 


jreat friends, having met in Se- 
dalia during the war. 
Mr. and 


Mrs. Carson are staying over- 
night with the Glenns. 


The young 
red haired pilot 


•aid he has been operating a heli- 
copter during the past couple 
years. He was asked if he had 
»ver had any narrow escapes, and 
he said he had a couple. One 
•while flying over Phoenix, Ariz., 
•when the gas line broke, and 
another when flying over Mobile, 
111., fair when the motor conked 
cut.
